Six exp- 
losions have shaken Beirut’s wes- 
tern sector since Thursday mor- 
ning, when Beirut Radio said 
three people were killed and 25 
wounded by a bomb planted in a 
rubbish bin. 

80 killed in 
Philippines clashes 

MANILA (AP) — Two army bat- 
talions backed by helicopters and 
planes have killed 74 Muslim sep- 
aratist rebels in a government off- 
ensive that began last Sunday in 
the southern Philippines, a Manila 
newspaper reported Saturday. 
The bulIetinToday reported reg- 
ional commander Brig. Gen.- 
Cesar Tapia as saying six of his 
men were killed and eight wpu- 
nded in the operation. 
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To mark the anniversary, a Jor- 
danian industrial festival, org- 
anised by the A1 Mustahlik (Con- 
sumer) magazine in cooperation 
with the Housing Bank, was off- 
icially inaugurated at the Culture 
of Palace at the Sports City by

Anani said industrial production 
constitutes more than 27 per cent 
of J ordan’ s gross national product, 
and forms more than half of the 
Kingdom's exports.

Baghdad says 5 Iranian vessels sunk, 3 F-14 jets downed 


Iraq reports major air 
and naval battle in Gulf 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq 
said Saturday Its forces sunk five 
large Iranian “naval target^’ In' 
the northeast of the Gulf and 
downed three Iranian F-14 tomcat 
fighters in an aerial dogfight ove- 
rhead. 

The Iraqi News Agency (INA) 
quoted a military source as saying 
the naval targets — Baghdad’s 
usual term for ships — were set' 
ablaze and the jets were seen plu- 
nging into the sea. 

Iran made no immediate com- 
ment on a battle Saturday which 
Iraqi reports said took place in the 
early hours in the Khor Musa cha- 
nnel, known to sc amen as “suicide 
alley.” 

Golf shipping sources could not 
confirm the Iraqi strike, saying 
they bad no reports that any large 
-tonnage vessels had been att- 
acked. 

A number of raids have been' 
reported on convoys in the cha- 
nnel leading to the Iranian port of 
Bandar Khomeini at the bead of 
the Gulf since the war broke out in 
September 1980. 

Baghdad Radio quoted an unn- 
amed Iraq i airforce commander as 
saying the Iranian jets were dow- 


ned Saturday as they tried to enter 
the naval battle, which began 
when Iraqi forces spotted an 
“enemy naval convoy” in the area. 

Western military sources said 
that if confirmed, the loss of three 
F-14 tomcats would be a blow to 
the Iranian airforce, which the 
sources said is plagued by severe 
shortages of spare pans for its lar- 
gely U.S.-built aircraft 

In June at the peak of the Gulf 
tanker war. Iran lost at least one 
F-4 phantom in a dogfight with 
Saadi jets over the Gulf. 

The military sources, quoted by 
Reuter, then estimated Iran had 
only 1 4 to 1 6 aircraft left of the 80 
F-14s ordered by the former 
Shah's air force in 1974. 

They said Iran was widely felt to 
have held the aircraft back from 
the frontline against the more 
sophisticated Iraqi, airforce, rel- 
ying on its more numerous F-4s. 

U.S. press reports have sug- 
gested Iran has used the U.S.-built 
tomcat for surveillance and air 
battle control. 

Baghdad Radio said Saturday's 
air and naval battle developed at 
7.42 local time (0342 GMT), 

The sea off the entrance to the 


Khor Mousa creek, leading to the 
Iranian port of Bandar Khomeini, 
where the battle erupted was 
strewn with the wreckage of the 
destroyed Iranian vessels, the 
radio said. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from the Iranian side on the 
Iraqi report. 

The approacnes to Khor Mousa 
have been the frequent scene of 
combined air and naval eng- 
agements in recent months res- 
ulting from Iraqi efforts to prevent 
ship convoys escorted by Iranian 
naval units from reaching Bandar 
Khomeini port. 

Shipping sources in Bahrain, 
said they had not picked up any 
distress signals from any vessels 
Saturday. 

One shipping source said how- 
ever that Khor Mousa would be 
too far for any distress signals to 
be picked up at Bahrain. 

The reported combined air and 
naval action would be the fourth 
Iraqi operation against Gulf shi- 
pping this week after a lull of nea- 
rly a month. 

Less than 24 hours earlier Bag- 
hdad Radio had reported that 
Iraqi warships attacked and des- 


troyed “a small "naval target,” wit- 
-hout giving further details. 

On Thursday Iran said Iraqi jets 
had attacked one of its oil pla- 
tforms, about 60 miles southwest 
of Kharg Island. 

Kbarg. Iran’s main oil export 
terminal is itself 100 miles sou- 
iheasi i inc ei.ir.il.. liu 
Mousa creek, the site of Sat- 
urday’s reported air and naval bat- 
tle. 

Baghdad Radio described the 
Thursday action as an attack by its 
jets "on a very large naval target 
near the Iranian Kharg Island.” 

The month-long lull of action 
ended on Tuesday when Iraqi jets 
carried out a missile strike against 
the Liberian-registered, Greek- 
owned supertanker “Friendship 
L.” 

Crew members of the 122,952- 
ton tanker had left Kharg on 
Monday with a cargo of 260.000 
metric tons of Iranian oil. 

The missile attack started a 
small fire aboard the tanker but 
this was extinguished by the crew 
and the ship continued its joumev 

to Rotterdam under its own 
steam. 


Beirut leaders discuss reforms Israelis 
as Syria threatens to use force detain 


BEIRUT (AP) — Government 
leaders opened discussions on 
Muslim -Christian power-sharing 
reforms Saturday as Syria thr- 
eatened to use the “sword’s edge” 
against any faction that tries to 
rekindle Lebanon's civil war. 

President Amin Gem aye I and 
Prime Minister Rashid Karami 
took up the question of political 
reforms at a meeting they beld at 
the presidential palace in sub- 
urban Baabda at midday, Mr. 
Karami said. 

“We have begun discussing int- 
ernal political reforms and the 
need to introduce them as speedily " 
as possible,” the Syrian-backed 
premier told reporters after the 
meeting in. Baabda, -eight kil- 
ometres east of Beirut. 

The nation’s principal factions 
agreed at a reconciliation con- 
ference in Lausanne, Switzerland, ■ 
last March on the principle of div- 
iding power equally between Mus- 
lims and Christian, but no mec- 
hanism has yet beeen approved to 
bring about the reforms. 

Christians have dominated gov- 
ernment posts, the army apd par- 
liament since Lebanon’s 1943 
independence from France, when 
they were a majority. But in the 


last two decades Muslims have 
become the largest faction among 
Lebanon's four million inh- 
abitants. 

Syria has pledged to see the ref- 
orms through and to back efforts 
by Mr. Karamfs national coalition 
government to restore state aut- 
hority and end the nine-year reign 
of warring militias. 

Syria's threat to use force came 
in an editorial by the government 
newspaper “Tishrio.” in Dam- 
ascus. 

The front-page editorial ref- 
lected Syrian impatience with the 
failure of Lebanon's principal fac- 
tions to agree quickly on dep- 
loying the Lebanese army in the 
central mountains and. reopening 
the nation's major highways. 

President Hafez AI Assacf s Syr- 
ian government emerged as the 
main power broker in Lebanon* 
after the collapse of the U.S. pol- 
icy last February. 

“ For the last time, we hope that ■ 
no one (in Lebanon) gets under 
the illusion that he can create tro- 
uble again, or obstruct the march 
toward- peace, or start betting 
anew on externa! forces,” Tishrin 
said. "There can be no switch bac- 
kward.” 


“The only thing we allow now is 
the success of the security plan in 
the mountains and elsewhere (in 
Lebanon). No other alternative is 
relevant. We will see to that even 
by using the edge of the sword.” 
Tishrin said. “The Lebanon file 
must be closed so that other, bro- 
ader Middle Eastern issues can be 
tackled.” 

The Syrians emerged as the 
main power broker in Lebanon 
after the collapse of the U.S. pea- 
cekeeping effort last April. Pro- 
gressive Socialist Party (PSP) lea- 
der Walid Junblatt has been rel- 
uctant to allow the Lebanese army 
to deploy in the central AJey and 
Shouf mountains to reestablish 
government authority in both reg- 
ions that ruled by his militia. 

Mr. Junblatt and his Shfite 
Muslim ally, Nabih Bern, who 
both serve in Karamfs gov- 
ernment, are expected to visit 
Damascus within the next two 
days for talks over the security 
plan for the mountains, their spo- 
kesmen said Saturday. 

Also on Saturday. Mr. Karamfs 
government published the names 
of 640 detainees held by various 
military and police security bra- 
nches in Lebanon.

BEIRUT (R) — Israeli occ- 
upation forces wounded four Leb- 
anese civilians and arrested 371 
over a recent six- week period in 
the part of South Lebanon where 
U -N. troops operate, according to 
a U.N. report published in the , 
Beirut press Saturday. 

The report, issued by the U.N. 
Interim Force in Lebanon (UNI- 
FIL). said that most of the arrests, 
in a 41 -day period starring on June 
25, followed the killing of an Isr- 
aeli officer in one of 13 attacks 
mounted by resistance fighters. 

The 5,700-strong U-N. force, 
drawn from 10 countries, is pre- 
sent in a small enclave that does 
not include centres of anti-Israeli 
resistance activities such as the 
uiwns of Sidon or Nabatiyeh. 

UNIF1L has operated since Isr- 
ael invaded South Lebanon in 
197R and stayed on after a second 
invasion in June 1982 in which

CAIRO (Agencies) — A Polish 
cargo ship4tii frmine at the mouth - 
of the Red Sea Saturday as int- 
ernational efforts intensified in 
the search for explosives in the’ 
strategic waterway. 

1 lie Polish news, agency PAP 
said the 5,713-ton Jozef Wybicki 
heading for the Saudi Arabian 
port of Jeddah was shaken by an 
explosion from a mine but there 
were no casualties among the 
crew. The blast brought the ship to 
a standstill but the extent of dam- • 
aee was not reported.

The Egyptian navy continued a

mines intensified with the exp- 
ected arrival in Cairo of French 
mine warfare experts. 

The experts are to discuss 
Egypt's needs in the search for 
mines, while two French min- 


esweepers and a logistical support 
vessel are heading for the Red- 
Sea. 

Shipping sources along the Red 
Sea said Saturday French and 
American warships were already 
sweeping the w uterway — used by 
some 1 ,700 vessels a month — for 
underwater explosives. 

British minesweepers and 
American mine-searching hel- 
icopters are also due to join the 
hunt for the mines, whose origin 
has remained a mysteiy since the 
first one was repotted by a Soviet 
cargo -.hip on Inly 9. 

Other European nations have 
offered assistance, while the nav- 
ies of the Red Sea littoral states 
are on the alert and a Soviet min- 
esweeper has been reported at the 
southern end of the Red Sea. 

Egyptian Defence Ministry sou- 
rces said the Egyptian navy has 
“standing orders to search any 
vessel suspected of carrying any 
explosives.” 

They said Egyptian authorities 
recently stopped and search a Lib- 
yan, a Cypriot and a Liberian- 
registered vessel. 

At least 13 ships have been 


damaged by mine" explosions in 
the Red Sea and Suez Gulf since 
July 9, according to Lloyds Shi- 
pping agency in London. The U.S. 
Defence Department has counted ‘ 
16. and British officials have put 
the number at about 20. 

A shadowy group calling itself 
the “Islamic Jihad” organisation 
has claimed responsibility for the 
blasts. Its spokesman in London 
said it had. planted 190 mines in 
the Gulf of Suez and the waters at 
the southern entrance to the Red 
Sea. 

Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak said Friday that Iran and 
Libya may have been behind mine 
explosions' in the Red Sea and 
Suez Gulf and vowed to close the 
Suez Canal to shipping from any 
country proven guilty. 

It was the first time Mr. Mub- 
arak publicly voiced suspicion aga- 
inst any country’ by name since the 
explosions began. 

Defence Minister Field Marshal 
Abdul Halim Abu Ghazala said

Abortion, disarmament and Israeli

MEXICO CITY' (R) — Delegates 
at the United Nations population 
conference prepared for a hectic 
weekend of debate after a day of 
wrangling over the phrasing oF 
motions on abortion, dis- 
armament and Israeli occupation 
of Arab territories. 

Friday's session also saw dis- 
agreement on a declaration to be 
made at the end of the conference 
on Monday or Tuesday, delegates 
said. Some Third World countries 
wanted it to mention the burden of 
their debts to industrialised cou- 
ntries. 

In ail, 91 amendments to 85 
recommendations submitted by 
148 nations attending the con- 
ference were discussed. 

Friday's plenary session began 


with Egypt explaining its strategy 
for greater access to birth control 
information and redistribution of 
'the population. 

Ecuadorean delegate Luis 
King Vanoni told the conference 
his country faced unemployment 
problems and emphasised agr- 
arian reform as a way of raising 
living standards. 

He said the fertility rate had fal- 
len in Ecuador since the last U.N. 
population conference 10 years 
ago in Bucharest. 

Afghanistan speaker Fazil 
Rahim Mohmand said any dev- 
elopment policy depended on 
peace and he called for more int- 
ernational cooperation in pop- 
ulation studies. 

Mexico's Geronimo Martiz said 


his country’s plan was to reduce 
population growth rate to an ann- 
ual one per cent by the year 2000. 

Colombian delegate Amaury 
Gracia Burgos spoke of the dan- 
gers of unemployment and the 
drift from the countryside into the 
cities. 

Many speakers pleaded (or 
more aid from developed nations 
with Guatemala and Gabon str- 
essing the need for a more equal 
distribution of resources. 

Morocco said the international 
financial system must be ref- 
ormed. Enormous reserves of lab- 
our in the Third World could be an 
asset but they could also be a pro- 
blem, delegate Abdul Haq Ta 2 i 
said. 


6 Sri Lankan soldiers die in mine blast 


COLOMBO (R) — Six Sri Lan- 
kan soldiers Saturday when their 
jeep hit a mine laid by Tamil sep- 
.aratist guerrillas near Mannar on 
the island's northwestern coast, 
official sources said. 

They told Reuters the gue- 
rrillas, who are fighting for ind- 
ependence from the majority Sin- 
halese, laid the ambush for the 
jeep travelling between two army 
camps in ihe area. Another soldier, 
was injured in the blast. 

They corrected an earlier sta- 
tement that the jeep was in a pat- 
rol convoy, saying they did not 
know of any security sweeps aga- 
inst guerrillas in the area. 


The mine blast, the First vio- 
lence repotted from the Mannar 
peninsula stretching west towards 
India, brought the officially con- 
firmed death toll in one week of 
violence to 57. The victims Sat- 
urday were the first army men to 
be killed. 

The sources said eight uni- 
dentified corpses were found Sat- 
urday in Jaffna, capital of the 
Tamil-dominated nonhem pro- 
vince. Residents added that a taxi 
driver died and seven people were 
injured in two incidents of sho- 
oting by the armed forces. 

President Junius Jayewardene 
Friday night vowed to stamp out 


guerrilla violence on the palm- 
fringed tropical island (See page 
8 ).

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israeli army officers ser- 
ving in South Lebanon have presented a detailed 
plan for an immediate withdrawal from the area, 
Israel Radio reported Saturday. 


The radio said the plan was add- 
ressed to Defence Minister Moshe 
Arens and other political leaders. 

A Defence Ministry spo- 
kesman. commenting on the radio 
report, said that Israel was not at 
present planning to withdraw 
from Lebanon. Bui he added thai 
the army was constantly working 
on security arrangements and con- 
sidering various plans. 

The radio said the plan, pre- 
sented by high-ranking officers, 
envisaged a withdrawal of Israeli 
forces from South Lebanon within 
about six weeks. 

The officers' proposals would 
not expose northern Israeli set- 
tlements to renewed aitack. the 
radio adde J. but gave no details ot 
how this would be achieved.

It said Mr. Barre. at the head of 
a high-level delegation, was met 
bv Saudi Arabia’s Kina Fahd and 


members of his cabinet. It gave no 
further details. 

But the visit comes amid con- 
cern among countries flanking the 
Red Sea. including Saudi Arabia 
and Somalia, over a spate of exp- 
losions which have damaged at 
least 14 ships using the waterway 
over the past month. 


Libya executes four over 
London shooting, paper says 


LONDON (R) — A British new- 
spaper .said Saturday Libya had 
executed four men over the April 
killing of a young policewoman 
outside its London embassy which 
prompted Britain to sever dip- 
lomatic tics with the Arab state. 

In a front page article tagged 
exclusive, the Daily Express quo- 
ted an intelligence report assaying 
the four were executed in Tripoli 
*• for crimes against the state” after 
a secret trial. 

A British Foreign Office spo- 
kesman. in response to enquiries, 
could not confirm the article. 

“What Libyans do to Libyans in 
Libya is not really of concern to 
us." he told Reuters. "We are 
bothered about the six Britons still 
detained in Libya since the siege." 

The Express said those exe- 
cuted had officially been found 
guilty of failing to quell activities 
of Libyan dissidents in exile in Bri- 
tain. 

"But the report makes clear 
that their real crime lay in the rec- 
kless shooting which left 25- 
year-old woman police Constable 
(Yvonne! Fletcher dying in the 
road." the paper added. 

It did not specify where the int- 
elligence report came from or 
when the executions took place. 

The daily said the report was 
being studied by the anti-terrorist 
branch of London's Scotland Yard 
police, but a spokesman there 
said: ".At this stage wc don't know 


about any report or whether it is 
being studied." 

Constable Fletcher's death, in a 
burst of submachine-gun fire from 
the windows of the Libyan Peo- 
ple’s Bureau (embassy) in a cen- 
tral London square, sparked a 
10-day police siege ending with 
the expulsion of the 30 diplomats 
and students inside. 

Police have said Mr. Fletcher's 
unknown killer, who also wou- 
nded 10 Libyans demonstrating 
against Libyan Leader Muammar 
Oadhafi. was one of those exp- 
elled. But the Express said Sat- 
urday it was not known whether 
he was among the executed men. 

Quoting the intelligence report, 
the paper named the four as Omar 
Sodani. former press attache at 
the bureau, student Matouq Mat- 
ouq. Abdul Ghadir Baghdadi. 
Col. •ladhafi's personal rep- 
resentative in Britain, and Ali 
Abtaieh. 

Mr. Baghdadi and Mr. Matouq. 
one of a group of revolutionary 
students who took over the mis- 
sion with Tripoli's approval last 
February, were deported by Bri- 
tain following the siege. 

The Express said Col. Oadhafi 
may have picked them as sca- 
pegoats. “He is furious because 
Yvonne’s murder exposed his 
embassy as an arms cache and a 
haven for his London terrorist 
operation against his political 
opponents." if commented. 


They said the move was a uni- 
lateral initiative by Druze leader 
Walid Junblatt to restore normal 
conditions to the region he has 
controlled since he won the round 
of the civil war that took place in 
the central Lebanese mountains 
last September. 

The road connects the Christian 
towns of Deir El Kamar and Beit 
Eddin with the Druze towns of 
Maasser and Kfar Heim in the 
Shouf about 30 kilometres sou- 
theast of Beirut. 

Mr. Junblatt and his Shfite 
Muslim ally Nabih Bern, who 
both serve in Lebanon's current 
national coalition government, 
were due to go to Damascus on 
Friday for talks with Syrian off- 
icials on a security plan to re- 
establish state authority over the 
central mountains. 

But their spokesmen said Sat- 
urday the trip had been delayed at 
the last minute, without exp- 
laining why. The two leaders 
might go to the Syrian capita] wit- 
hin the next two days, according to 
their spokesmen. 


Khomeini 
denounces 
mining of 
Red Sea

PARIS — Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini Thursday denounced 
the reported mining of the Red 
Sea and criticised the official Teh- 
ran Radio — which is controlled 
by his own government — for hav- 
ing implied that it supported the 

planting of mines. 

The Ayatollah's unusual sta- 
tement. broadcast by the state 
radio and reported by the Iranian 
Press Agency, was seen by the dip- 
lomats and Iranian exiles as ano- 
ther indication of political conflict 
within Iran's leadership. 

Earlier this week. Western and 
Arab diplomats, as well as the 
former Iranian President. Abo- 
Ihassan Bani-Sadr, reported splits 
within the ruling groups over the 
long war with Iraq and tensions 
with the West... 

The Ayatollah’s remarks came 
after widespread rumours that he 
was near death. 

The state radio broadcast an 
address by the Ayatollah, rep- 
ortedly delivered in a mosque near 
his home in north Tehran, while 
the Official PressAgency quoted 
statements he had made during a 
meeting with President Ali Kha- 
menei. Prime Minister Mir Hus- 
sein Moussavi and other high off- 
icials. 

In a startling passage reported 
by the Iranian state press agency, 
the Ayatollah took the state radio 
to task for having reported an ass- 
ertion by an extremist Islamic 
group that it was responsible for 
mines in the Red Sea that dam- 
aged several ships — New York 
Times.

U.S. declines comment on alleged 
PLO return to Lebanon 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — U.S. 
State Department Deputy Spo- 
kesman Alan Romberg declined 
comment on an Aug. 10 Jack 
Anderson column alleging that a 
confidential U.S. intelligence rep- 
ort says the reconstruction of a 
Palestinian state within Lebanon 
today is only a question of time. 

“ I 'dm not going to comment on 
intelligence reports," Mr. Rom- 
berg said. However, the deputy 
spokesman stressed ihat"our ove- 
rall assessment is that the gov- 
ernment of Lebanon is committed 
to providing adequate security in 
the greater Beirut area and is mov- 
ing to strengthen the ceasefire and 
to implement a broader security 
plan." 

One aspect of that plan, Mr. 
Romberg noted, "is to enable the- 
government to prevent a res- 
urgence of influence from out- 
siders in Lebanon." 

Following are excerpts from 
Mr. Anderson's article which app- 
eared in the Washington Post on 
Aug. 10: 

“The State Department rec- 
ently stunned Congress by cla- 
iming that Syria was now playing a 
“helpful" role in Lebanon. This 


abrupt reversal of the official att- 
itude toward Syria was unveiled 
by Richard Murphy, the assistant 
secretary for Middle Eastern aff- 
airs. "Times change,” he exp- 
lained. 

"This is certainly true, but not in 
the sense Murphy implied. The ; 
biggest change in Lebanon is thatj 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) driven out of Bei- 
rut by the Israelis two years ago. is 
quietly moving back into Lebanon 
in strength. 

"In fact, a confidential int- 
elligence report wants, the rec- 
onstruction of a Palestinian state 
within Lebanon today is only a 
question of time." The report, ob- 
tained by my association Donald 
Goldberg, declares: "Beirut is 
once again witnessing the sys- 
tematic return of the armed Pal- 
estinian organisations ... sup- 
ported both by Syria and Leb- 
anese organisations. Lebanese 
security sources expect this PLO 
influx to develop very quickly into 
a massive return of the entire PLO 
infrastructure to the capital of 
Lebanon with renewed PLO act- 
ivity to the politicaL financial, mil- 
itary and propaganda fields ..."

PEKING (R) — China has off- 
ered its support to Egypt’s ini- 
tiative to end the Gulf war through 
mediation by non-aligned nations, 
Egyptian Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Boutros Ghali' 
said Saturday. 

China had offered political and 
diplomatic backing to organise a 
forum of the 101 -member Non- 
Aligned Movement aimed at mak- 
ing first steps to halt the four-' 
year-old conflict, be told reporters 
at Peking Airport after six days of 
talks with Chinese leaders, inc- 
luding Premier Zhao Ziyang. 

"Our aim is a ceasefire or a pro- 
visional solution, we favour a 
step-by-step approach,” he said. 

Mr. G hali said he was bound for 
New Delhi where he would make 
a short stopover to further discuss 
the possibility for a non-aligned 
peace forum. 

Mr. Ghali, who has also been to 
Japan, said Egypt’s moves had 
received positive results from dif- 
ferent countries but that there was 
still no concensus of agreement to 
start a meeting. 

He ruled out any positive action 
by China to gather a meeting tog- 
ether. Tokyo and Peking are not 
members of the Non-Aligned 
Movement but both have rel- 
atively close connections with 
Iran. 

Mr. Ghalf s trip to China coi- 
ncided with Egyptian President 


Hosni Mubarak’s similar mission 
to Yugoslavia, a founder member 
of the group along with India and 

Egypt. 

Iran has said it rejects Egypt’s 
credentials to act as a go-between 
"in a peace initiative b ec au s e it 
. supports Iraq. 

Egypt s position as peacemaker 
has been further compromised 
since the recent mysterious mining 
“ of parts of the Red Sea which has 
already caused damage to foreign 
ships, including Chinese vessels. 

Mr. Mubarak has pointed the 
finger of responsibility at Libya 
and Iran but has said it has no 
proof of this. 

Mr. Ghali said he had been ass- 
ured by Cairo that Egypt would 
ensure the safety of all shipping in 
the Suez Canal but that the Red 
Sea most be dealt with on an int- 
ernational level. 

Earlier in Cairo, Mr. Mubarak 
«>iri the canal and all Egyptian ter- 
ritorial waters were now free of 
ming-s but any natio n found guilty 
for the problem would be banned 
from using Suez. 

Mr. Ghali said that during his 
talks in Peking, both sides had 
.agreed on most international iss- 
ues, including the Middle East cri- 
sis and support for the Palestinian 
cause. 

China has dose ties with Egypt 
and has supplied it with arms and 
spare parts for its weapons.

Saudis reportedly seek new U.S. missiles 


WASHINGTON (R) — Saudi 
Arabia has made initial app- 
roaches to the United States to 
buy about 3,000 U.S.-made air- 
to-air Sidewinder combat missiles 
to bolster its defences, the Was- 
hington Post reported Saturday. 

Quoting official LLS. sources, 
the Post said the decision had been 
delayed and the request kept sec- 
ret because of a possible backlash 
in the Jewish vote in the coming 


presidential elections. 

' An earlier sale of 1,177 adv- 
anced model Sidewinders to the 
Saudis brought strong protests 
from Jewish groups. 

The Post said the Sidewinder is 
the most sophisticated weapon of 
its kind in the U.S. arsenal. 

No comment on the report was 
immediately available from the 
administration. 

The Post said the Saudis had 
been told the administration did 


not wish to submit a proposal to 
Congress until next year. Con- 
gress is normally informed of all 
major U.S. arms sales. 

The newspaper said that the 
Saadis eventually wished to acq- 
uire an arsenal of about 10.000 
Sidewinders as part of a master 
plan to make their armed forces 
capable of fighting a sustained, 
high-intensity war for at least 30 
days. 


PLO thinks of attacks by sea, Israel says 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— A new Israeli study of the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) says its "dispirited, div- 
ided” 16.000 commandos are spr- 
ead around nine Arab states with 
North Yemen as their military 
base, intelligence sources said Fri- 
'day. 

•' The sources, who spoke to Reu- 
ters on condition they not be 
named, said the expulsion of Cha- - 
inn an Yasser Arafat and his loy- 
alists from Beirut in September 
1982 and their evacuation from 
Lebanon’s northern port of Tri- 
poli last December meant the 
PLO has had to look for new bases 
and new ways to attack Israel. 

The PLO’s recent emphasis, 
they said, was on infiltration by 
sea as most PLO forces were too 
far from Israel for land attacks and 
Israel's army closely held Leb- 
anon’s southern land routes. 

The loss of southern Lebanon, 
the PLO’s only independent ter- 
ritorial base bordering Israel, res- 
ulted in a cut in military aid from 
the Eastern Bloc, which tra- 
ditionally provided heavy military 
land equipment, the sources rep- 
orted. 


They said PLO forces generally 
lived in military barracks provided 
by host countries and maintained 
with PLO funds. 

The new study estimates that 
there are still about 8,000 Pal- 
estinian commandos in Lebanon, 
„ nearly air of., them Syriati- 
controlled. About 2,000 are- in 
Tripoli. 2.000 in Beirut, 2,500 in 
the Bekaa Valley and 1,300 m the 
Shouf Mountains, it says. 

The other 8,000, nearly all of 
Arafat’s Fateh branch, are spread 
around Iraq, North and South 
Yemen, Syria, Sudan, Jordan. 
Tunisia and Algeria. 

The commandos have a basic 
military workday, though several 
countries put strict limits on their 
activities and prevent even brief 
military exercises, the sources say. 
In nearly all the countries, the; 
commandos are kept away from 
main cities and restricted to rural 
camps or provincial towns. 

in Algeria, 1,600 PLO fighters 
evacuated from South Lebanon’s 
Ansar Camp last November are 
having militaiy training in the 
town of Taba 700 kilometres 
south-east of Algiers. 

In North Yemen, the sources 


said, PLO commandos attend mil- 
itary academies alongside Yemeni 
soldiers as well as in their own 
camp SO kilometres from the cap- 
ital. 

The Israeli sources said con- 
ditions were poor for the Fateh 
commandos in several, countries. 
v In Sudan, Mr. Arafat's loyalists 
'were put in a camp where they 
complained of scorpion stings and 
the lack of electricity until they 
were moved to a better one. 

In Tunisia, the PLO’s new pol- 
itical base, limited military exe- 
rcises are permitted, but security 
forces maintain close control and 
surveillance. 

PLO’s emphasis on naval att- 
acks can be seen in its small spe- 
edboats, rubber dinghies and 
naval training in North Yemen, 
the study said. 

In recent months, Israel has sei- 
zed a Beirut-bound passenger 
ferry and a 750-ton ship, claiming 
both were carrying PLO com- 
mandos planning an attack on Isr- 
ael. 

Israel has also bombed Nakhel 
Island (known locally as Araneb) 
north-west of Tripoli, calling it a 
PLO naval training centre.

Puica takes 3,000m gold 
as Decker, Budd collide 


LOS ANGELES I Agencies) — The dreams of South 
African-born Zola Budd and American Mary Dec- 
ker to win the 3.000-metre Olympic gold medal were 
shattered Friday in the last 1,500 metres while Rom- 
anian Maricica Puica raced to the finishing line to 
clinch the coveted honour. 


Puica. behind Decker, hauled 
her own left leg 10 safety, just avo- 
ided being tripped by the falling

Dcckcr. who crashed to the tra- 
cksidc amid howls of disbelief 
from the packed Los Angeles col- 
iseum stadium crowd, blamed 
1 x-year-old barefoot Budd for 
knocking heroin of the Olympics. 

The 2 ti -year-old American, a 
double world champion, carried 
sobbing into at a press conference 
after ha - , ing a hospital X-ray of 
her let i leg. said: "Zola tried to cut 
in Iront without being m front...

Budd. running tor Britain alter 
changing tier nationality m Apr'l. 
was also in tears. Mel harcMoi run 
ended in bmis. a dismal seventh 
place, and .m i n ■ t » ;i 1 d-s- 
qualihcation. 

Budd. who changed her South 
African nationality to run lor Bri- 
tain. initially disqualified alter 
the race. But she was reinstated to 
seventh position following an 
appeal by the British team. 

•The jury of appeals has rev- 
iewed the film regarding the dis- 
qualification ol Zola Budd and she 
has been reinstated to her original 
position." Mon Tenner, com- 


petition director of athletics, ann- 
ounced. "The jury does not hold 
Zola Budd responsible for what 
happened in the race.'* 

A video film of fhe event sho- 
wed Decker's right arm touching 
Budd's back, slightly disrupting 
the barefoot British runner’s str- 
ide and six strides later the Ame- 
rican appeared to squeeze past her 
with her arm still in front. Budd 
stumbled to the right, her left-knee 
turned inward, throwing her lower 
left leg and foot outward into 
Deckers path. Decker’s right spi- 
ked shoe came down on Budd’s 
left ankle, and brought an ago- 
nised expression to the British 
girl’s face. 

As Budd pulled her left leg 
clear. Decker’s left knee just tou- 
ched it. Her knee collapsed, thr- 
owing her body head first to the 
left, off the track and on to the 
grass field. 

As Decker fell, she had Budd’s 
vest number. 151. clutched in her 
right hand. 

Budd lurched in mid-stride but 
retained her balance and raced on.

ing momentum. 

The race went on. with Budd 
soon passed by Puica. and other 
runners. 

Puica finished in 8 minutes 
35.96 seconds, being run for the 
first time in an Olympics. Wendy 
Sly of Britain was second in 
8:39.47 and Canadian Lynn Wil- 
liams was third in 8:42.14. 

Puica told reporters she thought 
Decker had been at fault as she 
was the runner behind. But at the 
official news conference Jater she 
refused to elaborate, shrugging 
her shoulders and saying only that- 
it was not up to her to decide. 

British team chief Nick Whi- 
tehead said: “I thought Mary was 
attempting to get past Budd and 
slipped on the curb.” 

B ut he was full of admiration for 
Budd. "It was a wonderful per- 
formance by Zola. She was great. I 
don't think she was in any way to 
blame. She has spike marks down 
the back of her left leg.” 

When the race encted, a male 
spectator came racing onto the 
field, wearing a grass skirt and car- 
rying a flag that said, “Zola.” He 
then went over and kissed the tee- 
nager. who had been whisked to 
Britain earlier this year and gained 
British citizenship in less than two 
weeks so she could compete in the 
games.

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Britain’s professionals stoop to compete 




over %5 billion. 


LONDON — Britain’s old- 
established professions today 
enjoy a combined annual turnover 
that is probably worth something 
in the region of £4 billion ($5.2 
billion). But there is a growing 
chorus of complaints that this siz- 
eable slice of the services industry 
sector has been tied up far too nea- 
tly for far too long. 

Not that solicitors, architects' 
vets, barristers, opticians, cha- 
rtered accountants and the like are 
commonly thought of in terms of 
market sectors. The Department 
of Trade and Industry, which is 
currently taking an unwonted int- 
erest in the professions, candidly 
admits that it “hasn’t a clue” what 
their gross sales are. Ditto the Off- 
ice of Fair Trading. 

And there are still plenty of pra- 
ctising professionals who clearly 
prefer to think of themselves as 
gentlemen rather than as players 
in a tough commercial world. 

Hence until now their near- 
total ban on all forms of pro- 
motional advertising and the cla- 
ims of some of them that their 
monopoly positions are good for 
the public as well as for their own 
pockets. 

But a haughty disdain of trade 
will not be sustainable for much 
longer. The U.K. government, act- 
ing under some pressure from var- 
ious lobby groups, intends to open 
up the professions to competition. 
The aim is to ensure that con- 
sumers have more choice, -that 
they are better informed about the 
services available and — most 
important of all — that they have 
the benefit of more competitive 
pricing. 

But there remain a number of 
imponderables. How successful 
will the government be in ach- 
ieving its declared aims? Are its 
proposed reforms sufficiently 
far-reaching? How well will it 
stand up to the professional fifth 
columnists within its own min- 
isterial ranks? Above all else, will 
competition really lead to better 
service and lower prices for the 
public? Or — as the professions 
themselves tend to predict — will 
the whole initiative bring a low- 
eringof standards in the veiy areas 
that are closest to the average con- 
sumer’s heart, be it the title deeds 
to his home or medical attention 
for his ailing cat? 

Mr. Alex Fletcher, the com- 
petition minister, has no doubts 


says. “The professions are part of 
a service industry sector that str- 
etches from office cleaning to 
merchant banking. Economic 
changes have made it clear that 
this is the area where the new job 
opportunities are going to be.. 

“The professions also service 
manufacturing industry, so gre- 
ater competition will benefit that 
sector, too. And whOe some pro- 
fessions operate only on the dom- 
estic front, there will be great 
opportunities for others in the 
European Economic' Community 
(EEC) — particularly on the fin- 
ancial side. /•' 

“ We hope uf encourage the pro- 
fessional bodies to look after the 
consumer better — and to be seen 
to do so. In the past they have 
tended to look after the interests 
of their own members.”- 

A £ey plank in the gov- 
ernment* s policy is to persuadethe 
professions to abandon their tight 
restrictions on advertising. These 
prevent any real competition — 
particularly on price, which is 
where h counts for the consumer. 
A number of successes have alr- 
eady been chalked up on this 
front. 

- In June the Council of the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons 
accepted advertising in principle, 
“subject to certain restraints.” 
The Council of the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants of Eng- 
land and Wales is almost certain to 
follow suit later this summer — a 
motion urging a continued ban on 
advertising was roundly defeated 
at the institute’s annual meeting a 
few weeks ago. 

And on Midsummer Day the 
Law Society finally decided that 
the 7,500 solicitors’ firm of Eng- 
land and Wales should be allowed 
to advertise from Oct. 1 this year. 
However, TV ads. mail shots and 
claims that one company is act- 
ually more competent than its riv- 
als will continue to be banned. 

The solicitors' move is a key 
one. since the government is und- 
erstandably nervous about tac- 
kling the influential legal pro- 
fession, whose members are som- 
etimes prominent supporters of 
the Conservative Party. 

- The professional arguments 
against advertising have a str- 
ikingly similar ring, whether they 
are being put by lawyers, opticians 
or vets. They usually admit that 
advertising would, promote com- 


clienfs exact needs are known. 
And they add that the public is In 
no position to know whether it is 
receiving value for money. 

They also say that advertising 
could lead’ to price wars which 
might encourage some pro- 
fessional people to “cut comer?’ 
and lower standards. That, too, 
wou)cH>e bad for the consumer. 

This last argument was used by 
azthitects when they were fighting 
to keep mandatory fee scales. The 
Royal Institute of British Arc- 
hitects explains that it “wanted 
competition but we did not want . 
architects under-cutting each 
other.” The point did not impress 
the Monopolies and Mergers 
Commission (MMC). which com- 
pleted a spate of reports on both 
advertising and mandatory fee 
scales in the professions some 
eight years ago. The commission 
came down ag ainst mandatory fee 
scales for architects and in 1982 
there was a change to rec- 
ommended fee scales. 

Whatever the merits of the pro- 
fessions’ arguments, the barriers 
against advertising and against 
competitive pricing have clearly 
begun to crumble: There are a 
number of reasons for this com- 
paratively sudden switch round. 

One is. the government’s threat 
— albeit voiced only in private — 
to bring in legislation if the pro- 
fessions remain obdurate. The 
Law Society, which maintains that 
it did not have its arm twisted on 
advertising, does admit that sol- 
icitors had to“face the possibility” 
of a change in the law. 

Some groups have also found 
themselves facing the threat of 
competition from outside their 
own profession. A new breed of 
licensed conveyancers is set to 
muscle in on a market that was 
once the exclusive preserve of sol- 
icitors; chartered accountants are 
having to contend with the banks 
and with management con- 
sultancy firms; architects face 
competition from ordinary bui- 
lders; and opticians will be up aga- 
inst the major retail chains once 
the new Health and Social Sec- 
urity BilL which ends their mon- 
opoly on the. dispensing of spe- 
ctacles. becomes law. 

“ If s something of a chicken and 
egg situation,” says the Office of 
Fair Trading (OFT). “Where pro- 
fessions have found themselves in 
competition with people outside, 
they’ve started recognising the 
need to change the rules. Market 
forces are bringing about changes 
as well as the consumer lobby. 
.We’re moving away from the days 


The Institute of Chartered Acc- 
ountants of England and Wales 
says its members are “very con- 
scious that there is business out 
there for which they can com- 
pete.” Significantly, the institute 
admits that the arguments against 
advertising which it put to the 
MMC in 1976 “no longer hold 
good". In eight years chartered 
accountants have moved from 
“sharing out the work in a tra- 
ditional market" to “competing 
against bodies that have no inh- 
ibitions on them t— such as the 
banks.” 

Even the British Veterinary 
Association fBVA). which says it 
“cannot see how promotional 
, advertising will be in the interests 
of animals,” admits that “inf- 
ormative” advertisements could 
be advantageous . ' 

“When it comes to marketing 
the profession as a whole then I 
think there is room for- imp- 
rovement.” says Mr. Bernard 
Wells, chairman of the B VA’s sal- 
aries and appointments com- 
mittee. “If we’re talking about 
informing the public of the ser- 
vices available and about pre- 
ventive medicine, then more adv- 
ertising might help both vets and 
animals.” . 

Mr. Wells believes greater use 
of advertising will make the top 
end of the veterinary market 
“more entrepreneurial”. He does 
not expect advertising to put any 
vets out of business. 


The Royal Institute of British 
Architects fRJBA), which claims 
that pressure to allow architects to 
advertise was internally generated 
and did not come from the gov- 
ernment, says the ending of man- 
datory fee scales is likely to make 
its members more businesslike. 
Although it is early days yet. 
RJBA reckons that having to jus- 
tify fees and itemise bills will 
“enable architects to sell more 
services — albeit at keener pri- 
ces." 


ociation (ABA) repons that law- 
yers have not exactly been jostling 
each other to walk through that 
door. Some of those who have cro- 
ssed the threshold have found it a 
chastening experience. 

“A small survey we carried out 
suggests that 13 per cent of law- 
yers have advertised at least once 
since 1 977'although a bigger pro- 
portion are hiring P-R. firms to do 
their promotion for them” says 
the ABA. 

“Some within the legal com- 
munity have advertised veiy suc- 
cessfully. But others had no idea 
what they were doing. They didn’t 
know how to handle an Influx of 
business when it arrived. They’d 
spend a great deal of lime taking 
li) phone calls, out of which they'd 
only get one client. The other nine 
would be nutters or people sho- 
pping around or callers wanting to 
know if they had a legal problem 
at all.” 

Nevertheless, some American 
firms have set up legal practice 
chains in shopping centres all over 
the U.S. They have fixed price tar- 
iffs and have cut their costs thr- 
ough the use of para-legal staff, 
word processors and standardised 
forms. 

Back in the U.S.. solicitors show 
no sign of such commercial amb- 
ition. But they are eyeing up the 
traditional territorial preserve of 
barristers. 

The International Bar Ass- 
ociation points out that Britain 
and some of her former territories 
are almost the only countries in 
the world with a “ non-fused" legal 
profession: only barristers can 
plead for clients in the higher cou- 
rts — and only solicitors can int- 
roduce clients to barristers. 

But now the Law Society is pre- 
ssing strongly for the removal of 
the barrister? monopoly in the 
higher courts. The government, 
however, says it is “postponing” 
action on this front.

Even so. the American Bar Ass- 


And ministers have no imm- 
ediate plans for allowing cha- 
rtered accountants the limited 
company status that some of them 
are now beginning to demand. 
Such a move — from unlimited to 
limited liability — would involve 
an indemnity scheme to ensure 
adequate client compensation and 
changes in the Companies Acts. 
Meanwhile, the EEC Eighth Dir- 
ective. scheduled to be fully ope- 
rational by the end of the decade, 
would allow accountants to choose 
whether they wanted to be par- 
tnerships or companies. 

One area where the gov- 
ernment seems likely to content 
itself with exhortation is in ref- 
orming the professions’ governing 
bodies and their attendant pro- 
fessional conduct committees.

Survival suit mandatory 
on board German ships

BONN — The Bonn government, 
determined to improve safety at 
sea. has ordered all German ships 
to carry survival suits for their 
crews from October next. Trials 
have proved so satisfactoiy that 
the authorities in Bonn decided 
not to wait until international agr- 
eement was reached. The new int- 
ernational agreement on safety at 
sea is not to come into force until 
the middle of 1986. 

The survival suit is an insulated 
garment covering the entire body. 
Only the face is exposed to the 
water. The insulation is reportedly 
effective that even after six 


so 


hours of immersion in water at 
temperatures of between zero and 
C the body temperature does 
not fall by more than two degrees. 

The merchant navy today lar- 
gely plies waters with low tem- 
peratures. In 1912 all 1,489 pas- 
sengers and crew of the Titanic 
were dead when the first rescue 
vessels arrived at the scene only 
two hours after the ship sank. The 
water temperature was zero. 

The Bonn government's move 
is another stone in the mosaic of 
active and passive safety at sea. 
The German merchant navy acc- 
ounts for 1.8 per cent of world 
tonnage but only 0.16 per cent of 
accidents — German features.

Spectre of the Rhondda Valleys 
haunts British mining industry

MAERDY. Wales — Abandoned 
coalmines and lengthening dole 
queues of the Rhondda Valleys 
create the spectre that haunts Bri- 
tain’s miners, now in the 22nd 
week of a strike against further pit 
closures. 

In their heyday, the two Rho- 
ndda Valleys boasted more than 
60 pits and as many as 30.000 
miners — many more than the 
whole of the Welsh coalfield 
today. 

Tightly-knit communities, with 
their male-voice choirs, their 
non -conformist chapels and their 
rugby football, (hey carved the- 
mselves a special place in the fol- 
klore of coalmining. 

Today, one worker in three has 
no job and the future for the 
young and middle aged is even 
bleaker. 

“What is seen in the Rhondda 
as a result of the pit closures are 
two valleys with all the skills and 
all the community spirit and no 
jobs." says Rhondda member of 
parliament Allan Rogers. 

The 750 strikers in the village of 
Maerdy come from the last pit in 
the Rhondda. Of these. 200 risk 
losing their jobs under a rat- 
ionalisation scheme. One man 
commented; “If the mine goes, 
there's nothing else." 

The discovery of high quality 
steam coal in the 19th century 
made the Rhondda one of the 
most intensively minded areas in 


the world. By the 1 920s more than 

1 60.000 people lived in row upon 
row of terraced cottages strung 
along the two valleys. 

The first pit closures hii the 
Rhondda in the mid-1930s when 
demand for steam coal fell. Une- 
mployment hit 47 per cent. More 
closures followed in the 1 960s and 
1970s. 

Successive governments, the 
local council and the European 
Community have worked hard io 
attract alternative industry to the 
Rhondda. 

They have had some success 
with about 40 companies offering 
several hundred jobs in light ind- 
ustry. 

"The numbers of people emp- 
loyed have not made up for what 
we have lost over the past 20 to 30 
years with the closure of the 
mines.” says council chief exe- 
cutive Gwyn Evans. 

Maerdy miners' leader Arfon 
Evans speaks of huge social pro- 
blems. “Our children say what’s 
the point of getting any qua- 
lifications when there's no work.” 

Arfon Evans, a third generation 
miner, says the young have turned 
to vandalism and drugs while 
older people suffer psychiatric 
problems. 

Up to 80 per cent of Britain’s 

1 80.000 miners have been on str- 
ike since March over plans by the 
state-run National Coal Board 
(NCB) to close 20 more pits for 
the loss of 20,000 jobs. 

The dispute has led to picket- 
line violence as strikers attempt to 


prevent a minority of miners, mai- 
nly at thriving central England 
pits, from continuing to work. 

The high court has ordered the 
seizure of assets of the South 
Wales miners' union because local 
strikers refused to abide by a court 
ruling to restrain their pickets at 
Welsh steel plants who were trying 
to stop coke deliveries. 

The coal dispute strikes at the 
heart of Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's pledge to cut the role 
of the state in the economy. 

In line with that pledge, the coal 
board led by American Jan Mac- 
Gregor wants to pull the industry 
into profit by closing ihe loss- 
making pits currently subsidised 
by the taxpayer. 

The National Union of Min- 
eworkers (NUM). led by its fiery 
President Arthur Scargill. insists 
that a pit that still has coal can be 
made profitable if enough money 
is invested in it. 

What is uneconomic today may 
with time, and rising oil or other 
energy prices, prove economic. 
Pits, once closed, are expensive if 
not impossible to re-open, the 
union argues. 

Its leaders point to a general 
lack of jobs in Britain, which is 
grappling with record une- 
mployment. They say investing in 
jobs is cheaper than doling out 
welfare payments. 

The coal board says the South 
Wales coalfield alone, with 28 
pits, cost the taxpayer over 90 mil- 
lion sterling ($120 million) in 
1983. 
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Beyond the new exam 


THE Ministry of Education has announced plans to hold an 
examination to the secondary stage as of the scholastic year 
1984/1985. Under the new amendment, the Minister of Edu- 
cation has the right to choose 60 per cent of the male students 
who pass the examination and 70 per cent of the females to 
continue their studies at the secondary level. 

This new regulation raises serious questions that needs to be 
answered. While the ministry gave a blanket claim that the 
decision followed a comprehensive study on the subject, it did 
not elaborate on what would become of the 40 per cent of the 
male students (30 per cent of the female students) who would 
not pass the e xamina tion. It is assumed, however, that these 
would be directed towards vocational schools or the like “that 
best suit their capabilities and the needs of the local market.” 

Are the present vocational schools ready to absorb 40 per 
cent of the students in the span of one scholastic year? Would it 
not be better if this percentage was absorbed gradually in a 
number of years? 

Of course, there are also other questions of a more phi- 
losophical nature. Governments have throughout history reg- 
ulated different aspects of society to varying degrees, education 
included. Society is always faced, however, with the question of 
where the line is drawn between what is considered essential for 
society and what is an infringement on individuals* rights. Is 
the level of education in Jordan of a high-enough standard such 
that those who do not make it to the secondary level are 
nevertheless assured of a basic minimum or knowledge? Or is 
such a question irrelevant in view of the country’s other needs? 

The admission examination to the secondary level has been 
upheld and revoked five times during the last 18 years. If there 
are “specialised and responsible” committees studying the 
effects of such an examination, shouldn’t they agree on a 
long-term policy instead of what appears to be short-term 
solutions that might or might not remedy a problem that evi- 
dently is there? 

There are many other repercussions on society that such a 
decision is likely to bring. The proper place to debate these 
effects is not only parliament, where it is natural to bold 
discussions on such a major issue in the country, but also 
throughout the society where literally every individual in the 
country is considerably affected by such a decision.

THE VALUE of total output 
of building and construction 

works in Jordan during 1933 
reached JD 356.4 million in 
current prices, says the Dep- 
artment of Statistics in the nat- 
ional accounts. 

Assuming that the average 
duration of a construction pro- 
ject from commencement 
order to the delivery and acc- 
eptance of the final product is 
1 8 to 24 mom hs. we can reckon 
that the construction works in 
progress at any given moment 
is around JD 535 to 713 mil- 
lion. 

Obviously, this is a very sub- 
stantial value relative to our 
small national economy. I wish 
it was possible to point out with 
a reasonable degree of cer- 
tainty the share of our local or 


national contractors and the 
share of the foreign contractors 
which were able to dominate 
large scale construction pro- 
jects and transform it into an 
importing activity. 

Although the gross final 
value of buildings and con- 
struction works in 1983 rea- 
ched JD 356.4 million as ind- 
icated above, this amount does 
not represent the value-added 
contributed by this sector tow- 
ards rhe Gross Domestic Pro- 
duct. The input/omput analysis 
of the national economy shows 
that construction sector used 
intermediate services and mat- 
erials which were either imp- 
orted from abroad, or should 
be credited to other economic 
sectors such as cement, steel, 
wood and other building mat- 


erials and elements. 

If we subtract these int- 
ermediate inputs consumed in 
the construction, we find out 
that the value-added of the 
construction sector, Le- its con- 
tribution towards GDP at cost 
prices is JD 126.8 million or 
9.6 per cent of the GDP. 

Excluding JD 6.1 million to 
allow for the estimated dep- 
reciation of capital and mac- 
hinery used in the construction 
process, the net value-added 
will be JD 120.7 million dis- 
tributed among production fac- 
tors. 

Statistics show that the share 
of salaries and wages paid to 
labour, technicians, engineers 
and administrators reached JD 
76.2 million or 63 per cent of 
the net value-added, one of the 


highest percentages in any non 
governmental sector, it thus 
deserves support and pro- 
tection to secure jobs and inc- 
omes to a wide range of man- 
power involved in con- 
struction. provided this man- 
power is sot dominated by 
imported labour and foreign 
experts. 

The balance of JD 44.5 mil- 
lion is the operating surplus or 
the share of ownership and risk 
takers in the form of interest 
paid to banks for their credit 
facilities, rents to land lord and 
profits to entrepreneurs. Unf- 
' onunately the statistics do not 
help in arriving at the share of 
each one of those three cat- 
egories.

Nixon back in limelight, spurned by party

WASHINGTON — Richard 
Nixon resigned the U.S. pre- 
sidency in disgrace 10 years ago 
Th u rsday but, instead of being ass- 
igned to oblivion, he has ten- 
aciously fought his way back to a 
measure of respectability as an 
elder statesman. 

In one of the most remarkable 
turnarounds in U.S. political his- 
tory. the man branded an uni- 
ndicted co-conspirator in the 
Watergate scandal by a federal 
grand jury is rich and back in the 
limelight, turning out memoirs 
and television interviews. 

He is a commentator on foreign 
and domestic affairs and able to go 
to China — one of 1 8 nations he 
has visited since leaving Was- 
hington — but. ironically, is una- 
ble or unwilling to go to the Rep- 
ublican national convention in 
Dallas this month. 

He phones friends who are in 
positions oF power at the White 
House, officials say, but he does 
not call President Reagan. 

For his Republican Party, which 
he led back to power in 196« after 
eight years out of the White 
House, is still fearful of associating 
too closely with him because of the 
stigma of the past. He therefore 
chose not to go to the convention. 

This was a relief for Mr. Rea- 
gan. The president must take care 
not to speak harshly of Mr. Nixon 
lest he alienate Republicans who 
still hold him in high regard. But 
he must also avoid praise for Mr. 
Nixon, whose name remains ana- 
thema to moderate voters. 

Many Republicans respect Mr. 
Nixon's views, especially on det- 


ente and disarmament. He is the 
cold war warrior who insists det- 
ente with the Soviet Union is nec- 
essary for mankind's survival. 

Even the press, which fought 
bitterly with Mr. Nixon as he made 
it a tanei for criticism during the 
Watergate cover-up. seems with 
the passage of a decade to have 
dropped its hostility. 

When Mr. Nixon was invited to 
speak at a meeting of the Ame- 
rican Society of Newspaper Edi- 
tors earlier in the year he received 
a warm welcome from the people 
his ' ice president. Spiro Agncw. 
once dubbed the •‘nattering nab- 
obs of negativism." 

Richard Nixon is now a bes- 
tselling author, a man whose latest 
recorded television interview fet- 
ched S3 00.000 from a major net- 
work and a man busily raising S25 
million for his own presidential 
library. 

All this is in stark contrast to the 
man who resigned on Aug. 9, 
1 974. rather than face a hearing in 
the House of Representatives on 
his role in covering up the Wat- 
ergate scandal — a hearing certain 
to have ended in his impeachment. 

The incident that mushroomed 
into the most devastating political 
scandal in American history occ- 
urred in the midst of the 1 972 ele- 
ction year, when Nixon re- 
election campaign operatives 
broke into opposition Democratic 
Party headquarters in Was- 
hington's Watergate complex and 
were caughr red-handed. 

The White House at first dis- 
missed the affair as “a third-rate 
burglary” unauthorised by anyone 
of rank. 

But over the next two years, 
inquiries pressed first by a judge 


and a newspaper, the Washington 
Post, and then by Congress and 
prosecutors unravelled a bew- 
ildering web of political crimes 
that came to be known simply as 
“Watergate" and its “cover-up.” 

The trail of conspiracy led from 
obscure underlings through top 
presidential aides and finally to 
the White House oval office itself. 
Mr. Nixon's complicity was est- 
ablished by incriminating secret 
White House tape recordings 
pried loose by order of the Sup- 
reme Court. 

Mr. Nixon became the only U.S. 
president to resign From office 
when he sent a one-sentence note 
addressed by protocol to Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissinger. It 
read: “Dear Mr. secretary: I her- 
eby resign the office of president 
of the United States. Sincerely, 
Richard Nixon.” 

He was succeeded immediately 
by Vice President Gerald Ford, 
who added one last shocker to the 
Watergate saga by granting him a 
presidential pardon just 30 days 
later. 

That act. justified by Mr. Ford 
as necessary “to heal the wounds 
that had festered too long" but 
denounced by critics who sus- 
pected a political deal, made Mr. 
Nixon immune from prosecution, 
for any crimes he had committed 
as president. 

So far as Mr. Nixon was con- 
cerned. the pardon was his due. 
Then and ever after, he conceded 
no wrongdoing beyond "mistakes 
of judgement.” He spat out his 
defiance in a rare televised int- 
erview with journalist David Frost 
in May. 1977: 

“Mistakes, yes.” he said. “(but) 
If they want me to get down on the 


floor and groveL no. never." 

When he left office, he was dep- 
ressed to the point that some close- 
associates said they feared he 
might try suicide. 

His return to partial res- 
pectability has been carefully pla- 
nned, as befits a man who kept a 
scratch pad in. his White House 
bedroom to jot down thoughts 
that came in the night. 

Mr. Nixon likes to say in 1984 
that his motto is simply: “Never 
look back." 

Mr. Nixon's current pro- 
minence could have political dan- 
gers for Mr. Reagan in this ele- 
ction year by serving to underline 
their different approaches on for- 
eign policy. 

The president’s hawkish stance 
towards U.S.-Soviet relations has 
ironically caused many of Mr. 
Nixon’s critics to yearn for the 
“detente'' he fashioned with Mos- 
cow. 

“He (Nixon) does say sensible 
things about foreign policy ...what 
makes such statements seem exc- 
eptionally wise is the contrast with 
the far-out quality of the Reagan 
administration’s policy,” liberal 
New York Times columnist Ant- 
hony Lewis wrote. 

Former Democratic pre- 
sidential candidate George McG- 
overn told Reuters in a recent int- 
erview: “The rather rigid position 
Reagan has taken towards the 
Soviets has opened the way for 
Nixon as the author of detente.” 

Mr. McGovern, whose 1972 
presidential campaign was the vic- 
'Lim of Watergate "dirty tricks.” 
also credited Mr. Nixon with the 
best record of any post- 
World- War II president in dealing 
with the Soviet Union and China. 


extremely important due to the 
huge value of its annual output, 
and because it is responsible 

for 13 per cent of all salaries 
and wages earned in the cou- 
ntry (20 per cent if we exclude 
salaries paid by the gov- 
ernment).

It is believed that the min- 
ister of public works has some 
id eas to put in order the messy 
relations between the con- 
tractor and the employer, and 
that the minister of labour has 
also his ideas for organising the 
use of foreign labour. 

It remains to be seen if we 
can pui our house in order, and 
enable our contractors to stand 
up on their own feet, to lead a 
healthy operation from the fin- 
ancial, technical and man- 
agerial points of view. 


Turkey still toes 
the military way 

Mr. Turgut OzoTs Motherland Party has now been in power in Turkey 
for seven months but the country's transition to democracy appears 
stdl-born. David Bare hard looks at political life under Mr. Ozal’s 
administration. 


ANKARA — Seven months after 
Mr. Turgut Ozal’s Motherland 
Party came to office, Turkey's pol- 
itical life still shows every sign of 
staying within the guidelines map- 
ped out by President Kenan Evren 
■ and the top military leadership in 
the 1982 constitution. 

Outwardly politics in Turkey 
today are very different from what 
they were a year or two years agp. 

Parliament and parties have- 
returned. There . arr~iallies_J>y 
party leaders, controversies and a 
lot of vocal criticism from wage 
earners and the newspapers of the 
government's economic policies. 

The area of permissible political 
discussion, however, remains sha- 
rply limited, partly by the con- 
tinuing reality of martial law in 41 
our of 67 provinces and all key 
cities, partly by the restrictions 
embedded in the torrent of leg- 
islation pushed through after the 
1980 military takeover. 

"We are having to tell the 
Turks: If this is a transition to 
democracy give us some more evi- 
dence." a European diplomat 
here said recently. 

Arguing that any political lib- 
eralisation would mean a return to 
fighting on the streets (an arg- 
ument that even some left-wing 
Turks find it hard to deny out- 
right). President Evren has set his 
face sternly against any mod- 
ifications of the constitutional set- 
tlement during his term of office 
due to end in 1989. 

The one public appeal for a 
change in the rules — a cautiously 
worded petition to President 
Evren last spring by 1,368 leading 
liberal and leftist intellectuals for 
more political liberalisation and 
an end to torture — got a harsh 
response. 

A prosecutor's investigation 
was started and 56 of the sig- 
natories will go on trial in Ankara 
in August, facing gaol terms of up" 
to one year. 

The petition incident was pro- 
. foundly embarrassing at home and 
abroad. It drew pointed remarks 
from President Ronald Reagan's 
human rights adviser. Mr. Elliot 
Abrams, during a recent visit to 
Ankara. These were shrugged off 
on the grounds that “Abrams is 
not an important figure.” 

-At home, Mr. Ozal was rem- 
inded of the limits to his authority. 
He had exercised prime min- 
isterial authority to reverse a mil- 
itary censorship order by quoting 
extracts from the petition at a 
Press conference. His closest aides 
had told the Western press that 
there was no chance whatsoever 
that the petitioners would be pro- 
secuted. 

Now the Motherland Party, the 
largest party in parliament, is eng- 
aged in a much more anodyne 
debate with the Populist Party 
over whether or not to reduce the 
voting age to 1 8. Everyone knows 
7- but no one says — that this is 
just the sort of proposal which the 
military dislike but might be pre- 
pared to stomach if both major 
parties agreed on it 

It marks the furthest the parties 
may be prepared to go in testing 
their strength. 

Meanwhile Mr. Ozal forges on 
with his bold plan to restructure 
the Turkish economy along free 
market lines. 

He faces a formidable set of 
opponents including those who 
are uneasy at the idea of a red- 
uction in the form of state power, 
industrialists relying on the home 
market, and wage earners who 
claim their purchasing power has 
been halved in the last year. 

Mr. Ozal has turned a deaf ear 
so far to trade union protests, 
aware that under the system he 
inherited from the military there is 
no risk of a strike in the near fut- 
ure. 

With four-and-a half years until 
the next general election, the 
prime minister has little to worry 
about from the five other main 


parties. 

The two which were allowed by 
the military to enter the general 
elections last November, both pol- 
led less than 10 per cent (the level 
necessary under the military’s ele- 
ctoral system for representation in 
parliament) in the freer local ele- 
ctions in March. 

The Social Democrats — ban- 
ned in November but allowed to 
"Tim for local office in March — are 
proving to be an inward looking 
party with very weak political lea- 
dership. 

Many of their leaders prefer to 
stick to criticism of Mr. OzaTs 
economic policies rather than do 
anything which might challenge 
the military. 

A rival Socialist party now 
being formed by admirers of Mr. 
Bulent Ecevit, the former prime 
minister, may mean that the left of 
centre is split into three parties: 
the Populist Party, inside par- 
liament but impotent, the Social 
’Democracy Party which lost the 
control of the major cities in 
March, and the pro-Ecevit Soc- 
ialists. The thought must give sat- 
-fsTaction to Mr. Ozal.- - 

• On the right, however, the 
prime minister faces potentially 
more serious problems. Though 
the centre-right "True Palh 
Party", which is tacitly loyal to Mr. 
Suleyman Demirel, the ousted 
prime minister of 1980. got only 
13 per cent of the votes in March, 
it is being led by men of real pol- 
itical talent, such as its chairman 
Mr. Yildirim Avci and his deputy. 
Mr. Gokberk Ergenekon, two of 
the liveliest figures to emerge on 
the Turkish political scene for 
many years. 

If the Ozal economic pro- 
gramme goes awry, the voters may 
start flocking to them. 

Another headache is the 
right-wing opposition inside Mr. 
OzaT s own Motherland Party 
■which is potentially more dan- 
gerous to him than any of the 
other parties. 

The M.P. was hastily cobbled 
together last year out of four or 
five diverse political tendencies. 
Among these were the residual 
followings of the ulLra- Islamic 
National Salvation Party (dis- 
solved in 1981 ) and of the banned 
neo- Fascist Nationalist Action 
Party. 

in April and May the neo- 
Fascists in the party showed their 
hand in surprisingly clumsy fas- 
hion in a campaign to change str- 
eet names. 

The dispute has been firmly 
supressed. The outward unity of 
the Motherland Party looks as 
great as ever. 

One of its leaders. Mr. Halil 
Sivgin. says: “The Motherland 
Party is one of Turkey's most str- 
iking successes. It wasn't easy to 
come this far but now we are here 
to stay as Turkey’s major right- 
of-centre party.” 

However. Turkey’s political 
parties have always been not- 
oriously fissile. The question mark 
about extremists within the Mot- 
herland Party remains. The mil- 
itary fiercely dislike its Islamic and 
clericalist wing which has made its 
presence felt in many ways. 

The neo-Fascist element (which 
is in a permanent state of feud 
both with the Islamic fun 2 
damentalistsrtnd with the present 
military leadership) also arouse 
suspicions. 

There remains a feeling of fra* 
gility in the air. There has already 
been talks of “a change of gov- 
ernraenf’ and a coalition of nat- 
ional unity. Translated this would 
mean forcing Mr. Ozal out of off- 
ice and replacing him by a coa- 
lition of the weakly based parties 

"I don’t think that is going to 
happen soon," says another Wes- 
tern diplomat “But I think Ozal 
will be lucky if he can last three 
years. Sooner or later he will come 
mio conflict with the Army.” —

Israeli troops overran the UNIF1L 
zone. 

Violent local resistance to the 
Israeli occupation has grown, esp- 
ecially among the majority ShTite 
Muslim population. 

The Israeli officer was killed b 
an ambush east of the village of 
Ab Asiyeh, seven kilometres nor- 
theast of Tyre, on June 27, the 
report said. 

Two hours later, an Israeli arm- 
oured column drove bto the nea- 
rby village of Bidias, searched 


every house and detabed 165 
people, it added. 

In the early hours of June 28, 
Israeli forces entered Maarakeh, 
another village b the area. They 
fired shots b the air and ass- 
embled the entire population in 
the village square. 

As Israeli bulldozers dem- 
olished several houses near the 
square, Israeli soldiers shot and 
wounded four villagers and made 
199 arrests, the report said. 

Apart from the Israeli officer, 
□O casualties were reported in 13 
gun, rocket and bomb attacks on 


Israeli troops or their local militia 
allies Listed ra the report The Isr- 
aelis, however, suffered other cas- 
ualties outside the UNIFIL zone. 

UNIFIL soldiers had to fire 
warning shots on several occasions 
when Israeli-backed militiamen 
refused to stop at UNIFIL che- 
ckpoints or allow their vehicles to , 
be searched.

Queen Noor sponsors eight-day joint Arab programme 

Arab children arrive for cultural activities

AMMAN — About 100 children from all over the 
Arab World commence Sunday an eight-day joint 
'Arab cultural programme in Jordan at the Invitation 
of Her Majesty Queen Noor. Delegations of Arab 
children between the ages of 10 and 13 were still 
arriving Saturday from their respective countries to 
participate in the programme which is considered 
the first of its kind in the Third World. 


The programme, which aims at 
deepening Arab children’s awa- 
reness of their own common cul- 
ture and heritage, includes tours 
to Lhe country’s tourist and arc- 
haeological sites to acquaint them 
with Jordan's culture and pro- 
gress. 

The idea for the cultural pro- 
gramme was bitiated by Queen 
Noor in 1980 after an Arab sum- 
mit which was held b Amman and 
attended by Arab leaders. The 
programmes, which is being held 
for the fourth time, aims to help 
Arab children realise that they 
belong to one nation with a com- 
mon culture and goals. 


‘Belief in their nation’ 

During last year’s meeting with 
Arab children. Queen Noor said; 
“Our children ought to have direct 
access to the concepts of common 
culture and goals, with the pur- 
pose of enhancing their belief in 
their nation." 

The annual event had to be can- 
celled b 1982 because of the Isr- 
aeli bvasion of Lebanon and the 
deteriorating situation in the nei-‘ 
ghbouring country. Last year the 
Lebanese delegation was not able 
to fly to Amman from Beirut air- 
port which was exposed to shelling 
from various factions fighting in 
the Lebanese civil war. 


This year’s cultural programme 
will coincide with another major 
cultural event; the Jerash Festival 
; which starts on Aug. 16. Both cul- 
tural events are sponsored by 
Queen Noor. 

On the first day of their visit the 
Arab children will visit the old city 
of Salt where they wQl attend a 
scheduled- children's festival 
which includes a show of Jor- 
' danian traditional costumes, songs 
and dances performed by the city’s 
Petra folklore group. 

Competitions 

Cultural and scientific com- 
petitions will be held for the chi- 
ldren in Salt and later the visiting 
children will give a performance as 
a present to the children of Salt. 

On the second day, the children 
will visit the popular museum, the 
citadel, the Roman amphitheatre, 
the Bird's Garden, the Martyr's 
Monument and the fun fair city of 
Al Ahli in Amman. They will later 
attend an performances at the 
Hava Art Centre. 

During their eight-day visit to 
the Kingdom, the children will 
visit the city of Irbid. north of 
Amman, where they will tour the 
Yarmouk University and attend 



scheduled activities to be held 
there. They will also visit Karak 
and Ma'an. and tour the arc- 
haeological sites in borh cities. 

The Arab children will be guests 
of Jordanian families who will' 
help to acquaint them with the 
traditions and habits of a Jor- 
danian family. 

The children will be guests of 
Queen Noor on the last day of 
their visit and will listen to a bri- 
efing from the Queen on the aims 
of the pan- Arab cultural pro- 
gramme. its future aspirations and 
the impressions of the pro- 
gramme's achievements thr- 
oughout its implementation. 


Uncertain future for Azraq table salt industry

AZRAQ — Nearly 95 per cent of 
the people livbg in Al Azraq, 
north east of Amman, depend for 
their living on the extraction of 
table salt which they market in 
Jordan. But soon these people are 
likely to lose their livelihood bec- 
ause the Arab Potash Company 
(APC) has started producing table 
salt b such large quantities that it 
could flood Arab markets. 

Jordan’s need for salt is est- 
imated at 25,000 tonnes per year 
and the Azraq Cooperative Soc- 
iety for the Production of Sait has 
been produebg most of this dom- 
estic requirement. 

However, the APC will be pro- 
duebg many thousands of tonnes 
of salt as a by-product of the pot- 
ash mdustiy and the marketing of 
table salt b Jordan is expected to 
be exclusively entrusted to the 
APC. 

The people of Azraq wonder 
what will happen to them in the 
future when there is so much salt 
that it cannot be absorbed b the 
local markets. 

The Al Azraq cooperative soc- 
iety which organises the pro- 
duction and marketing of salt has 
been conducting this business for 
the past 30 years and although the 
salt extraction method may be 
considered primitive it "nev- 
ertheless illustrates the det- 
ermination of the townspeople to 
make their own living from the 
region. 

However, they believe that they 
must btroduce more modern 
methods for the processing and 
packagbg of salt before sending it 
to the market. The society has 
asked experts to conduct a fea- 
sibility study on improving the 
extraction of salt and bids came in 
from West Germany, Britain, 
Italy. Spain and Turkey to carry 
out a project which emails setting 
up a refinery plant. 

A spokesman for the coo- 
perative said that development in 
the broad sense does not imply 
that a whole region or project 
needs to be destroyed for the sake 
of developing another. Millions of 
dfoars have been invested in the 
APC project, near the southern 
tip of the Dead Sea, to extract pot-

ash for use in industrial processes 
and not for the purpose of rubing 
the livelihood of the Azraq pop- 
ulation, the spokesman said. 

He said - that effective dev- 
elopment is based on sound social 
and economic plans that can ach- 
ieve a balance between various 
areas leading to an overall pro- 
gress b the country. 

Ministers of Transport and Ind- 
ustry, Trade and Tourism Taher 
Hikmat and Jawad Al Anani rec- 
ently visited AI Azraq region to 
study the situation in the area. 
During their visit they inspected 
the salt extraction processes and 
met with the townspeople to hear 
their views regardbg the sit- 
uation.

Also during the visit the min-

The society has also built ann- 
exes to the existing school, est- 
ablished a bus transport service 
and offers aid to needy families, he 
said. 

The society spokesman req- 
uested the go\emmeni to support 
the activities of the society and to 
encourage further programmes by 
financing them through the salt 
extraction business. 

The spokesman explained that 
3.500 people in Azraq extract salt 
by drying salty underground water 
b special evaporation ponds. This 
process is carried out over an area 
of approximately 3.000 dunums 
divided into small sections each 
with an area of 13 dunums, the 
spokesman said. 

He added that ail the land is 
owned by the srate and that the 
inhabitants have leased this area, 
from the government to carry out 
the project. According to geo-

legists’ reports there is enough 
salty water in Azraq to enable the 
local inhabitants to continue to 
make a living if they are allowed 
to. the spokesman added. 

The Azraq salt business began 
to face competition from the APC 
shortly after the company started 
experimental production in 1980, 
he said. The government has con- 
tinued to support the society’s act- 
ivities and has said that the APC 
production can cover part of the 


local market's needs and can fun- 
ction side by side with the Azraq 
salt cooperative, the spokesman 
added. 

Summarizing the demands of 
the society the spokesman said. 
“We ask that we will be allowed to 
retain our just and natural right to 
produce salt, process it and mar- 
ket it in Jordan. We also demand 
that salt production be organised 
and that imports of foreign salt are 
halted." — A! Dustour

SHEFFIELD, England (R) — 
Miners’ delegates Triday voted to 
reject the latest peace offer from 
• Britain's state-run National Coal 
Board (NCB) and to continue a 
22-week -old strike. 

National Union of Min-, 
eworkers (HUM) President Art- 
hur Scar gill left a delegate meeting 
here, declaring: “This strike is as 
solid as it was when it started” 

Delegates from three coalfields 
where workers have refused to 
support the strike — Not- 
tinghamshire, South Derbyshire 
aDd Leicestershire — boycotted 
Friday’s meeting. 

A Leicestershire- spokesman 
said he did not want to subject his 
delegates to passible intimidation. 

Mr. ScargiU said he had no idea 
when talks might be resumed with 
coal board c hairm an Mr. Ian 
MacGregor, who has. described 
the snubbed peace plan as his last 
.offer to the strikers. 

About three-quarters of Bri- 
tain' s 1 80 .000 miners are on strike 
against a coal board plan to shut 
down 20 mines for the loss of 
20,000 jobs- 

The HUM has refused to accept 
a board offer to defer some clo- 
sures unless Mr. MacGregoh also 
agrees not to shut pits that his 
board considers to be une- 


conomical. 

Mr. MacGregor left the offer on 
the table after it was earlier rej- 
ected by Mr. ScargHl and other 
NUM negotiators.' L Bnt he has 
been mandated by the; board to 
withdraw it whenever be chooses. 

Mr. Scaigpfl' alieged'Eriday' that 
the board* s.pk closure plan was 
only the start of a wider strategy to 
dose 70 mines and scrap 70,000 
jobs. 

; He said there had been no drift 
back to work by miners dis- 
illusioned at the lengthy strike 
which has provoked violent scenes 
on picket lines throughout the coa- 
lfields. 

There were angry scenes out- 


tbat the strike was solid, saying 
more miners would return to work 
as a result of Mr. ScargilT s failure 
to consult them on the board's lat- 
est peace offer. 

“The number of ex-strikers rei- 
' timing is increasing and all the pits 
are open for work,” Mr. Mac- 
Gregor told reporters.

Japan poised for higher growth, OECD says 

PARIS (R) — Japan is poised for faster growth in 
1984 and 1985, with significantly higher trade and 
current account surpluses despite a sharp rise in 
imports, the Organisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development (OECD) said Friday. 


In its annual report on the Jap- 
anese economy, the OECD said 
inflation will remain “very mod- 
est” through 1985 and une- 
mployment will hover around 2Vb 
per cent. 

Real Gross National Product 
(GN?) growth, the widest mea- 
sure of a country's economic 
strength, will be five per cent in 
19R4 and four per cent in 1985. 
The figure for i 983 was 3.7 per 
cent. 

The report said that to avoid 
growing protectionist moves in 
other industrialised siates, Japan 
should steadily open its domestic 
markets to foreign firms and boost 


the undervalued yen’s exchange 
rate to reflect the nation's eco- 
nomic strength. 

It credited Tokyo with pro- 
gressively opening its financial 
markets to outsiders but said in 
view of expected higher growth 
and corporate profitability “the 
time for steady, carefully- 
managed change would now seem 
particularly ripe.” 

Further liberalisation would 
lead to a larger international role 
for the yen and more efficiency in 
the Japanese banking sector, it 
said. 

It would also open the way for 
interest rates to become a more 


powerful tool in shaping monetary 
policy, with the possibility of a 
short-term government debt mar- 
ket developing in Japan similar to 
those existing in most OECD cou- 
ntries. 

The report stressed that Japan 
had taken “important steps'*, to 
address persistent complaints by 
other OECD member countries 
that its markets are too restricted 
and the yen undervalued and it* 
said further changes should come 
gradually. 

But rhe OECD’s forecast for 
the next 1 8 months seems likely to 
intensify pressure on Tokyo on 
both fronts. 

Despite a marked increase in 
imports in 1984 and 1985 linked 
to a sharp jump in domestic spe- 
nding. Japan's trade surplus will 
widen to $41 billion in 1 984 and 
$47 billion in 1985, from $31.5 
billion in 1983. it said.

British banks reduce 
cost of borrowing 

LONDON (R) — Britain's major banks Friday cut the cost of bor- 
rowing for the second time in the three days, following a strong lead 
from the Bank of England. 

Barclays led the way, cutting its base rate by % per cent to 11 per 
cent from Friday, and was followed by the Midland Bank. 

All major clearing banks cut their rates by Vi per cent on Wed- 
nesday after the Bank of England indicated it wanted a reduction in 
high interest rates. 

The slumping value of the pound sterling against major currencies, 
particularly the dollar, forces banks to raise their lending rates last 
month by 2-34 per cent.

ANKARA (R) — Turkey’s central bank has raised deposit interest 
rates by up to four per centage points with effect from Saturday, the 
official gazette said. 

The Increases stemmed from an annual inflation level of around 52 
per cent annually, economists said. 

Rates for six month time deposits with three-monthly interest 
payments were increased to 47 from 43 per cent. 

The rate for six" month time deposits was hiked by four points to 52 
from 48 per cent, according to a decree in the official gazette Sat- 
urday. 


Sudan to get 
U.S. wheat 

KHARTOUM (R) — The Unite 
States is to supply Sudan with 
127,000 tonnes of wheal this year 
under a U.S. Food and Dev- 
elopment Programme, the Sud- 
anese News Agency Suna rep- 
orted Friday. 

It said the wheat, worth $20 mil- 
lion, would be provided as a grant. 
Sudan would sell it locally and use 
the proceeds for economic dev- 
elopment programmes, it added. 

Under an agreement signed by 
the two governments in 1979, the 
United States agreed to grant 
Sudan $100 milli on worth of 
wheat and wheat flour over a per- 
iod of five years. 

Sudan, the largest country in 
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KUWAIT (R) — Saudi Arabia 
and Iran — OPECs biggest oil 
producers — have put a brake on 
oil output and combined slaes 
have dipped by up to a quarter 
over the past few weeks. Gulf oil 
traders say. 

The move is likely to help sta- 
bilise world spot prices, which sta- 
rted to recover last week after 
dropping sharply over the past 
month in the face of a global glut. 

This in turn will ease pressure 
on Britain, which does not belong 
to OPEC (Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries), to 
cut prices for North Sea oil and 
risk sparking a price war. 

The Saudi and Iranian pro- 
duction cuts coincide with a tour 
of Gulf states by a team of OPEC 
oil ministers urging members to 
stick to quotas and help OPEC 
weather the current crisis with its 
price and production accord int- 
act. 

Gulf traders estimate Saudi 
output has dropped to about four 
million barrels a day (b/d) from 
over 5.5. million in early July. 

Iran's exports are sagging hea- 
vily and are expected to average 
1.5 million b/d in August after 
1 .9 million last month. 


The traders said oil markets are 
likely to take heart from a Saudi 
statement Thursday that pro- 
duction fell to well below 4.5 mil- 
lion b/d on average in July, and 
that the kingdom remained com- 
mitted to protecting OPEC prices. 

This is likely to dispel much of 
the nervousness which has hit the 
market about the possibility that 
the Saudis might suddenly offload 
large volumes of oil under an oil- 
for-aircraft barter deal entered 
into by Riyadh recently. 

The announcement that the 
deal was based on official prices 
would also bolster sentiment, 
which has begun to improve since 
a recent report by the newsletter 
Petroleum Intelligence Weekly 
Lhat the oil deliveries would be 
stretched over several months. 

The deal, under which Saudi 
Arabia is expected to exchange 
about 35 million barrels of crude 
for 1 0 Boeing 747 airliners and 50 
Rolls-Royce engines, has been 
possibly the major factor und- 
ermining the oil market recently, 
traders said. 

Details of how it will be imp- 


lemented remain sparse, but ind- 
ustry observers speculate- that a barrel from over 

crude would be delivered to one or. .previously, traders said. 


more oil traders who would pay 
cash to Boeing and Rolls-Royce. 

Traders said buyer resistance at 
current prices appears also to have 
influenced the output cuts by Riy- 
adh and Tehran. 

The U.S. partners in the Ara- 
bian American Oil Company

VIENNA (OPECNA) — Algeria 
has called for stronger Third 
World representation in U.N. 
Industrial Development Org- 
anisation (UNIDO) — par- 
ticularly at top management level 
— when the organisation becomes 
a sjiecialised United Nations age- 
ncy. 

Addressing the UNIDO IV 
conference here Friday Algerian 
vice minister of heavy industry 
Mr. Mohammad Mazounrsaid the 
“new UNIDO” should be pro- 
vided with human and financial 
resources more closely related to ' 
the study, engineering and rea- 
lisation of industrial programmes 
and projects to better serve the 


real needs of developing cou- 
ntries. 

He also called for the rei- 
nforcement of "UNIDO ins- 
truments” to assure more con- 
certed and flexible action and 
unity of decision. 

Mr. Mazouni said the dev- 
eloping countries fully understood 
that they should first and foremost 
counton themselves in the process 
of industrial development, and 
take the necessary measures to 
ensure the overall efficiency of 
their administrations and ent- 
erprises. 

However, other relevant factors 
in the control of a minority of ind- 
ustrialised countries — including 


the international financial and 
monetaiy system — had to be 
dealt with urgently, he said. 

Mr. Mazouni declared that 
“hardly anything” in the pro- 
posals made by the advanced cou- 
ntries offered real hope of ben- 
eficial change in the Third World’s 
future industrial development. 

Stressing the importance of int- 
egrated measures to reactivate the 
development process, he appealed 
for a reduction in interest rates, 
removal of protectionist barriers, 
stabilisation of commodity prices 
and the adoption and imp- 
lementation of a code of conduct 
for transnational companies doing 
business in developing countries. 


He said that nearly a decade, 
after the adoption of the Lima dec- 
laration to boost the developing 
countries’ share of world ind- 
ustrial production to 25 per cent 
by the year 2000, there had been 
proportionally only a derisory inc- 
rease. 

Developing countries on the 
whole had registered a slowing 
down of industrialisation and of 
economic and social development 
he added. 

Mr. Mazouni said protectionist 
measures and non-fulfillment of 
contracts by developed countries 
had reduced export outlets for 
Third World products.

Jayevvardene bas vowed to end guerrilla activities on 
the island following a week-old offensive by rebels in 
the troubled northern district of Jaffna. 


The state radio Saturday quoted 
Mr. Jayewardene as saying: “Asa 
government we have put our hand 
to root out terrorism and terrorists 
from our country' . 

“No one can deter us from the 

cause we have undertaken." he 
said, speaking at a public rally Fri- 
day at Kandy. 116 kilometres 
from Colombo. 

The president's declaration 
came as the island's security forces 
were bracing to meet any fresh 
outbreak of attacks by guerrillas 
fighting for a separate state for 
minority Tamils in the northern 
and eastern provinces. 

“Sri Lanka, which has a history 
of 2,500 years, shall stand even if 
anyone comes against us. This 
message should be taken to every 


comer of the island and made 
known throughout the world as 
well." Mr. Jayewardene said. 

Troops continued patrols Sat- 
urday in Jaffna, capital of Sri 
Lanka's northern province, as a 
guerrilla offensive entered its eig- 
hth day Saturday. 

National Security Minister Lal- 
ith Athulathmudali said Friday 
that “the long awaited terrorist 
offensive", which began last Sat- 
urday. was expected to continue 
with’ attacks on police stations, 
banks and military personnel. 

Six servicemen had been killed 
and seven others injured in attacks 
by guerrillas, the minister said. 

The security forces had res- 
ponded by conducting combing 
operations in northern areas bel- 


FAO conference to focus 
on Latin American debt 


BUENOS AIRES. Argentina 
l API — Latin America’s crushing 
debt burden and trade pro- 
tectionism in industrialised nat- 
ions will be a central theme of the 
U.N. Food and Agricultural Org- 
anisation's (FAO) regional con- 
ference opening here Monday. 

In reports prepared in advance, 
the organisation notes that the 
growth of agricultural production 
in the region is far behind pop- 
ulation growth of about 2.5 per 
cent a year, and that the number of 
poorly fed people is growing in the 
region of 40 million people. 

“Over 50 million people in 
Latin America and the Caribbean 
are threatened by protein-calorie 
malnutrition. Another group of 
the population, roughly 50 million 
people, though not destitute, are 


grown slowly but steadily over the 
last 20 years, but this has not made 
a greater quantity of basic foo- 
dstuffs available to the more 
needy. 


“The trend has been to con- 
centrate on cash crops for export 
or food for the urban middle and 
upper classes." 

The region's efforts to service a 
total foreign debt of about $350 
billion have hurt its ability to imp- 
ort food, the organisation con- 
tends. while the values of the 
goods it produces in the world 
market is deteriorating.

U.S. Congress approves 
$70 m for El Salvador 


WASHINGTON (Rl — Congress 
has approved a compromise mea- 
sure granting an additional $70 
million in military aid to El Sal- 
vador this fiscal year. 

The measure aiso includes $700 
million for food stamps for poor 
people in the United States and 
$50 million for aid to anti- 
government rebels in Afg- 
hanistan. 

It was approved late Friday as 
lawmakers prepared to adjourn 
for a three-week break and now 
goes to President Reagan for his 
signature. 

The amount for El Salvador was 
less than the SI 17 million sought 
by Mr. Reagan. But it brought the 
total allocation in the fiscal year 
ending on Sept. 30 to $196.5 mil- 
lion. more than twice the sum all- 
otted in 1983. 

The new funds are for lorries, 
helicopters, patrol boats, artillery, 
ammunition and training, which 
supporters of the aid said were 


needed immediately by the U.S.- 
backed Salvadorean army to fight 
leftist rebels. 

Although providing less than 
Mr. Reagan sought, the vote was a 
major victory for him. 

To ending its impasse over the 
request for more military help, the 
Democrat-controlled House of 
Representatives reversed its ear- 
lier objection and approved the 
compromise. 234 votes to 161 . As 
Congress hurried to adjourn, the 
Senate concurred by voice vote. 

The House rejected Mr. Rea- 
gan’s request for SI 17 million last 
week but when offered the $70 
million Republican compromise 
many Democrats switched to vote 
with the administration. 

“It comes at a critical time in a 
very fragile democracy,’’ said 
Republican Representative Jack 
Kemp of New York. He called on 
his fellow legislators not to "pull 
the rug ouf’ from under El Sal- 
vador. 


Brazilian party to choose 
presidential candidate 


BRASILIA (R) — Brazil's ruling 
Social Democratic Party (PDS) 
chooses its presidential candidate 
Sunday to contest electoral col- 
lege elections in January that will 
decide a successor to Gen. Joao 
Figueiredo. the fifth military pre- 
sident since the 1964 coup. 

The voting by party delegates is 
being held in the capital's Fut- 
uristic Convention Centre. The 
contest is a straight fight between 
former governor of Sao Paulo 
State Paulo Maluf and Interior 
Minister Mario Andreazza. 

The PDS convention is seen as 
an important step on the road to 
ending two decades of military 
involvement in Brazilian gov- 
ernments which will cease when 
Mr. Figueiredo steps down after 
six years in office on March 15. 

Mr. Maluf, 52, son of a Leb- 
anese immigrant, said: “We have 
counted our votes and we have 
evidence of our triumph. We will 
win at least 60 per cent." _

Colombian rebel leader killed 


BOGOTA. Colombia (AP) — An 
assassin on a motorcycle shot and 
killed a leader of the leftist April 
19 Movement guerrilla group on 
Friday in an apparent attempt to 
ruin President Belisario Bet- 
ancur’s peace talks with Col- 
ombia’s insurgents. 

The slaying of Dr. Carlos Tol- 
edo in the eastern Colombia city 
of Bucaramanga came four days 
before the guerrilla group, known 
as the M-19, was to sign a cease- 
fire arranged by Mr. Betancur. 

No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the slaying. 

Dr. Toledo, an osteopath and 
former federal senator who had 
led M-19 for 14 years, received 
amnesty from the Betancur gov- 
ernment in December 1982. 

He had remained active in the 
M-19, pressing forward with 
peace talks with a presidential 
peace commission. 

The president, in a statement 
issued by his office, called the ass- 
assination a “regrettable and rep- 
rehensible act.” He expressed 
hope it would not result in the 
M-19 not “continuing its march" 
toward peace. 

Dr. Toledo’s "murder has not 
been a shot through the heart of 
the peace process, and the neg- 
otiations are not interrupted,” a 


spokesman for the M-19, Andres 
AlmaraJes. said in a news con- 
ference in Bucaramanga. 

Mr. Almarales, the M-19 rep- 
resentative in peace talks with Mr. 
Betancur' s peace commission, did 
not say whether the signing of the 
peace treaty would be postponed. 

Mr. Betancur sent members of 
his cabinet and of the peace com- 
mission that had been meeting 
with the guerrillas to Buc- 
aramanga “to establish the facts 
(of the assassination) and to pro- 
pose the most advisable thing to 
do so that the peace process can 
overcome this dark obstacle.” 

M-19 has been the most active 
of Colombia’s five leftist guerrilla 
groups. 

Dr. Toledo was gunned down in 
front of his wife, who was in the 
couple’s car in front of the Toledo 
home. Dr. Toledo was preparing 
to enter the car when the mot- 
orcycle bearing two men pulled 
up, she said in a broadcast int- 
erview. 

The gunman got off the mot- 
orcyle, whipped out a revolver and 
Fired five quick shots into Dr. Tol- 
edo. Mrs. Toledo said in an int- 
erview. 

The assassin climbed back onto 
the motorcycle behind the driver, 
and the two sped away, she said.

MOSCOW <R) — The Soviet 
News Agency Tass attacked West 
German Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dieirich Genscher Saturday in a 
further sign of displeasure at the 
thaw in relations between Bonn 
and East Berlin. 

TASS said Mr. Genscher had 
revealed himself as protector of 
those who wanted German reu- 
nification within the country’s 
1937 boundaries, termed “Rev- 
anchists" by the Soviet media. 

Mr. Genscher said in Boon on 
Thursday that the West German 
government had no such int- 
ention. openly ignoring sta- 
tements by Interior Minister Fri- 
edrich Zimmermann and Inter- 
German Relations Minister Hei- 
nrich Windelec. TASS said. 

“The fact that Mr. Genscher 
takes the Revanchists under his 
wing is fresh proof of the fact that 
the Bonn officialdom team up 
with those who foam at the mouth 
demanding the recarving of the 
post-war border in Europe," 
TASS said. 

The Soviet media have directly 
criticised the improvement in rel- 


ations between East and West 
Germany over the past two weeks 
and reminded East German Lea- 
der Erich Honecker that he once 
said the two state could never be 
reunited. 

The topic is likely to remain 
high in the Soviet media with the 
35th anniversary of the fou- 
ndation of the Communist East 
German state in October and next 
May’s 40th anniversary of the end 
of the World War U. 

Preparations are already under 
way in the Soviet Union, including 
the Baltic republics annexed by 
Moscow in 1940, for celebrations 
of the “Soviet people’s historic 
victory over Fascism.” 

TASS said Mr. Genscher app- 
arently forgot that the Bonn gov- 
ernment had decided early this 
year to issue school textbooks con- . 
taining a map of Germany with its 
1937 frontiers. 

It said Mr. Zimmermann had 
told a group of former inhabitants 
of the East German territories in 
Munich that the German question 
included land beyond East Ger- 
many’s eastern border. 


“In other worlds, the imp- 
lication is that the GDR East 
Germany) should be absorbed 
and traditionally Polish lands ann- 
exed,” TASS said. 

' The TASS article made no ref- 
erence to the former East Prussian 
territory annexed by the Soviet 
Union itself. 

On Friday the Soviet press ren- 
ewed its attacks on closer links 
between East Berlin and Bonn in 
what Western diplomats saw as a 
move to increase pressure on East 
German Leader Erich Honecker 
to moderate his detente policies. 

.“This appears to be a new war- 
ning to Honecker of the Kremlin’s 
irritation with his failure to res- 
pond to past attacks. It looks as if 
Moscow is building up pressure on 
him to change course," one dip- 
lomat said. 

A leading Moscow daily directly 
attacked last month's credit deal 
between East and West Germany 
' last month, saying Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl himself had made 
' clear -that Bonn had gained “pol- 
itical returns" from East Berlin in 
return for cash.

AJACCIO, Corsica (R) — Cor- 
sicans vote on Sunday for a reg- 
ional assembly following the dis- 
solution of one that failed to end 
the separatist violence besetting 
this French Mediterranean island 
for the past 20 years. 

Lack of a clear majority and shi- 
fting political alliances by the 
small parties paralysed the earlier, 
61 -seat assembly and prompted 
the French government to dissolve 
it in June. 

The Socialist administration has 
tried to avoid another political 
deadlock by raising the threshold 
of votes needed for seats from 1.6 
to five per cent, but there have 
been few signs that this will satisfy 
the Nationalists, who want ind- 
ependence from France. 

In the view of at least one Nat- 
ionalist leader the assembly is an 
institution neither requested nor 
discussed by Corsicans. 

During the election campaign, 
Pierre Poggioli, of the Corsican 
Movement for Self-Deter- 
mination (MCA), said: “It pro- 
vides no solution for the Corsican 
problem. It is only the French 
state’s . solution to its Corsieas 
problem.” 

The MCA is regarded as the 
political arm of the outlawed sep- 


aratist Corsican National Lib- 
eration Front (FLNC). 

Only days after the dissolution 
there was a fresh- outbreak of 
bombings attributed to the FLNC. 
Already this year there have been 
more than 300 bombings. 

The island's 200,000 voters will 
have to choose between no less 
than 10 lists, ranging from the ext- 
reme right National Front to the 
independence-seeking sep- 
aratists. 

The opposition parties, who 
held 24 seats in the previous ass- 
embly, compared with 23 for the 
left, are expected to get a bigger 
share of the vote. 

The National Front, enc- 
ouraged by its 13 per cent bre- 
akthrough on the island during the 
June elections for the European 
Parliament, hopes to get its first 
deputies. 

National Front Leader Jean- 
Marie le Pen, who campaigned on 
an anti-immigrant platform, told 
‘his Corsican supporters that the 
road to independence led to a 
dead-end. 

“If Corsica was no longer 
French it would become a Soviet 
aircraft carrier or an Arab col- 
ony” he said. 

The left-wing parties, unable to 


overcome traditional divisions, 
are campaigning under separate 
banners, but the Neo-Gaullist 
RPR’s Jean-Paul de Rooca-Serra 
heads a joint conservative ticket. 

The moderate autonomist 
Union du Peuple Corse ’’C), 
which had seven seats in .. first 
assembly, will find it difficult to 
achieve that number again bec- 
ause the hard-line separatists say 
that the failure of the first regional 
assembly proved there is no alt- 
ernative to independence. 

UPC Leader Max Sim coni app- 
ealed to politicians for a year-long 
truce on political backbiting. 

He also called on the Nat- 
ionalists to exercise restraint. 

“If there are.no bomb attacks 
for.the.next six months 1 will ask 
the government to grant an amn- . 
esty to political prisoners ” he 
said. 

Political analysts on the island 
say his appeals seem unlikely to be 
heeded. 

During last year’s inauguration 
of the assembly, leaders of afl the 
parties pledged to work together 
. to tackle Corsica's unemployment 
and economic problems. 

Four days later, the FLNC car- 
ried out one of its worst waves of 
bombings for years. 


Salyut-7 fuel leak repaired, official says 


MOSCOW (R) — Soviet cos- 
monauts successfully reparied a 
leaking fuel pipe, which had dog- 
ged the orbital Salyut-7 station foT 
almost a year, when they walked 
in space earlier this week, the 
deputy flight director said Friday. 

Viktor Blagov told a press con- 
ference that Vladimir Dzb- 
anibekov, one of three cos- 
monauts who visited SaJyut-7 last 
month, had been trained to Ins- 
truct the main crew how to cut out 
the failed pipe and bypass it with a 
new section. 

On Wednesday two of the 
three-man crew, who have been in 
orbit for six months now, left the' 
station to carry out the repair to 
the pipe in a back-up part of the 
engine. 

“Preliminary examinations 
show that this work was done suc- 


cessfully and that the unified pro- 
pulsion unit has been returned to 
its original condition.'’ Mr. Bla- 
gov . said. 

Last December Soviet space 
officials confirmed fuel had leaked 
-from Salyut-7 and that the pipe 
had been turned off. Western rep- 
orts said the leak had virtually 
immobilised the 47-tonne cyl- 
indrical station. 


Dzhanibekov. who after four 
missions is one of the world’s most 
experienced spacemen, said Fri- 
day the leak had been“a very ser- 
ious problem” and completely 
unexpected. 

Mr. Blagov said while Salyut-7 
continued work and two crews vis- ' 
ited it, specialists and cosmonauts 
on earth were trying to work out 
how to solve the problem. 


He said Dzhanibekov worked 
on an underw aier mock- up of Sal- 
yut, to simulate weightlessness, 
and devised a method to clamp in 
a new section of pipe using a 
pincer-like tool nicknamed 
"jaws” to cut out the leaking part. 

Meanwhile, Salyut crew mem- 
bers Leonid Kizim and Vladimir 
Solovyov made four space walks 
in 12 days to inspect the failed 
pipe and prepare for subsequent 
repairs by placing a ladder along 
the craft 

' When Dzhanibekov arrived 
aboard Salyut-7 with Jgor Volk 
and woman consmonaut Svetlana 
Savitskaya last month, he used 
video films to help teach Kizim 
and Solovyov how to use “jaws." 

Mr. Savitskaya recently became 
the first woman to walk in space.

Senator probed over pipeline dealings 


WASHINGTON (R) — The Jus- 
tice Department is investigating 
dealings Republican Senator 
Mark Hatfield and his wife had 
with a Greek businessman seeking 
Washington support for a trans- 
Africa oil pipeline, department 
officials said Friday. 

The officials said the dep- 
artment has asked the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation to look 
into allegations that Greek Fin- 
ancier Basil Tsakos paid $40,000 
to the senator’s wife, Antoinette, 
in a real estate deal shortly before 
Sen. Hatfield declared his support 
for the project. 

Earlier this week, the Senate 
Ethics Committee announced it 
would review information from 


press accounts, interviews and 
documents volunteered by Sen. 
Hatfield concerning the dealings. 

The $10-billion pipeline project 
would cany Saudi Arabian oil 
from the Sudan Red Sea 3,200 
kilometres across Africa to the 
Cameroun on the Atlantic coast. 

Sen. .Hatfield, a Republican 
from Oregon who is up for re- 
election in November, has denied 
any connection between his sup- 
port for the pipeline and the cash 
paid to his wife for helping Mr. 
Tsakos find and renovate an apa- 
rtment at the luxurious Watergate 
complex. 

The. senator has acknowledged 
promoting the pipeline in dis-. 
cussions with Sudan's President 


Jaafar Nimeiri and high-ranking 
Reagan admmistration officials. 

Mr. Tsakos 1 , chairman of. 
Trans-African Pipeline Cor- 
poration, issued a statement cal- 
ling the allegations “untrue” and 
saying the pipeline would provide 
“strategic, economic and political 
benefits. 

"We have engaged only in 
moral and lawful action and have 
nothing to h.ide concerning .either 
the project or any connection with 
Senator and Mrs. Hatfield," the 
.statement said. 

Mr. Tsakos’ company said it had 
instructed its lawyers to meet with 
appropriate U.S. government 
authorities and to cooperate with 
the probe. 


Judge bars contact with De Lorean jury 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
judge in the John de Lorean. drug 
trial issued an order Friday in the 
midst of jury deliberations for- 
bidding anyone to try to contact 
the jury, after it was disclosed a 
television producer telephoned six 
panelists at home and tried to 
speak to them. 

Thirty-five munutes later the 
jury concluded its third day of del- 
iberations without reaching a ver- 
dict and was escorted out of the 
U.S. courthouse by U.S. Marshal. 
Julio Gonzales and a battalion of 
court security officers. 

The 12 jurors will resume del- 
iberations on Monday. 

The disclosure about the TV 
producer prompted U.S. District 


Judge Robert Takasugi to call 
defence attorneys and prosecutors 
into his chambers, and then to 
hold a brief court session at which 
he issued a stern order forbidding 
anyone to try to contact the jury. 

“All persons are prohibited 
from contacting or attempting to 
contact jurors during the del- 
iberations in this case, including 
attemps to establish interviews 
following toe verdict.” the judge 
said. 


They said the phone calls came 
from "Good Morning America,” 
an ABC-TV. show. 


The defence attorneys told 
reporters they had been sum- 
moned to the courthouse by the 
judge after jurors reported the 
phone calls seeking interviews 
after the verdict.
